N. A. C. C. Makes 
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Study of Car

TUDIES of dimensions of the cars made by members of 
the National Automobile Chamber of Commerce give 
an interesting insight into the wide variations of proportion 


set up by the various designers. The Whippet chassis has 
the shortest wheelbase, 100 inches, and the McFarlan the 
longest, 141 inches. Pierce-Arrow comes next in length, with 
139 inches, and a wheelbase of 188 inches characterizes the 
Locomobile, the Marmon and the Peerless. The Lincoln has 
a wheelbase of 136 inches and the Packard is one inch 
shorter. Next longest are the Cadillac and the Chrysler, 
with wheelbases of 132 inches, and the Stutz wheelbase is 
130. Hudson has one of 128 inches. Buick, Nash and Wills 
Sainte Claire are alike in a wheelbase of 127 inches and La 
Salle and Paige are each 125. The next in wheelbase length 
are Studebaker and Franklin, with 119 inches each; the Peer- 
less is one inch shorter than these. 

Dodge specifies a wheelbase of 117 inches and one of 
114 inches is shared by Buick, Hupmobile and Willys-Knight. 
|Studebaker’s shorter chassis has 113 inches as the figure, 
iwhich is that of the Oakland chassis; Oldsmobile is an inch 
shorter. Two cars, the Essex and the Moon, have a wheel- 
|base. of 110 inches and Paige and Chandler have 109 as their 
specifications. Erskine has 108, Nash another chassis with 
|the same length and Chrysler another with 107. Jordan pre- 
‘fers one of 105 and Star’s is 103. Chevrolet wheelbase is 
|102 inches long. 
In general, McFarlan makes the biggest car, with an 
over-all length, including front and rear bumpers, of 18 feet, 
\a height of 6 feet 6 inches and a width of 5 feet 10 inches. 
This width, by the way, is exceeded only by Locomobile, 
Cadillac, and the big Chrysler, and equaled only by the 
Pierce-Arrow, Marmon and Nash. The Pierce-Arrow has 
an inch greater height, but is 8 inches shorter than the Mc- 
Farlan. The Locomobile is only 6 inches shorter, but it is 
2 inches lower in height. The Marmon comes next to the 
Pierce-Arrow in length, with 17 feet 3 inches.

car is 5 feet 11 inches, exactly the same as its com- 
panion car, the Cadillac, but Cadillac has a height of 6 feet

Five feet 5 inches is a favorite width for a car, being 
found-in Chevrolet, Whippet, Star, Erskine, Paige, Chandler, 
Jordan, Essex, Hupmobile, Buick, wf s-Knight and Dodge. 
An inch wider specification runs in Nash, Moon and Paige; 
| Chrysler, Franklin, Oakland and Studebaker use 5 feet 7 
|inches; Hudson, Stutz, Packard and Peerless prefer 5 feet 
18 inches: Studebaker, Wills Sainte Claire and Lincoln are 
15 feet 9 inches wide. Oldsmobile’ s width measures 5 feet 4 
inches, and Locomobile’s is the greatest—6 feet even.- 

In the matter of height, most of the cars shown at 
New York and Chicago as the last word in design and pro- 
portion, exceed 6 feet.

The states showing lower fatali- 
ties are Maine, Vermont, Massa- 
chusetts, Connecticut, Minnesota, 
Iowa, South Dakota, Kansas, Wyo-| 
ming, New Mexico, Nevada and 
California. 

An interesting sidelight on mo- 
tor accidents is contained in a tab- 
ulated report on accidents for the 
month of January this year. Out 
of 201 fatalities only twenty-five 
were children, as compared with 
131 adults and forty-five whose 
ages were not classified. Of the 
children killed the percentage steal- 
ing rides and coasting is compara- 
tively low, as compared with the 
number killed otherwise playing in 
the street and making improper 
crossings. 

A remarkable decline in acci- 
dents due to defect in vehicles 
is shown when only two of the 
201 deaths were attributed to 
this cause. Skidding accidents 
were still high, but do not com- 
pare with faults of motorists such 
as violating rules, inattention 
and other evidence of the exer- 
cise of poor judgment on the part 
of the driver.

The trade-in 
value thus determined would elim- 
inate one of the unsoundest ele- 
ments in truck competition and 
bring the business of selling down 
more nearly to a question of real 
merchandise value and* salesman- 
ship. 

Nor is there any good reason 
why, following up this step, there 
should not be possible a reforma- 
tion in financing the sales them- 
selves. There can be no doubt 
that good finance companies will 
more and more insist on down 
payments covering reduction of 
values of the trucks delivered to 
buyers, though this matter need 
not be standardized too closely. 
In fact, to do this would be fi- 
nancially unreasonable, since the 
risk varies with the business 
character and standing of the 
truck purchaser, as well as with 
the nature of the work for which 
the vehicle is to be used and the 
time in which it may pay for it- 
self in operation.
